Clarifies Block, Con Yitei and uomdti 3ti 



London, Doo. 17.— A Tientsin dispatoh 
says tbo foreign sailorB and marines who 
were summoned to Peking to proteoD tho 
legations of their respective countries were 
refused the right to travel through Chinese 
torritory by the government authorities. 
•The foreign ministers combined to protect 
thoir legations, whereupon tho Kmporor 
issued a new order and appointed officers 
and soldiors to uff.ird tho necessrry protec- 
tion to tlio legations. China has intimated 
to tho diplomats that sho objoctB to military 
guards in Peking und will undortake tho 
ellielcnt protection of the legations, conse- 
quently the Eoglish, Amerioan, Frenoh, 
German, Russian, Spanish and Italian 
guards, about fifty to each, havo been 
ordered to winter in Tientsin, whore the 
gunboats of tho first livo powers are sta- 
tioned. 

Tho Times correspondent in Tokio saya 
that Marshal Yamagata, who loft his com- 
mand owing to illness, arrived in Hiro- 
shima yeoterday. Tho third army has boon 
mustored at Hiroshima and hourly oxpects 
orders as to fututu opera lions. 

A dispatch from Antotig, dated Decem- 
ber 15, says Gcnoral Taohimi's troopB wero 
attacked at Soohimo and were holding 
tho Chinese in clieck at Lichiangtwon. 
Tho Japanese on December 11 defeated 
the Chinese In tho vicinity of Hung Kapatz 
Tho euemy fled towards YingKow, Oa the 
1-th of Decomber tho euemy wore driven 
from Chih Mob Chin by tho third division, 
which was then adyanc'nc; upon Hal Ching. 
Japanese losses on both of the dayB wore 
seven killed. The Chinese lost one hundred 
in ao ion at Yih Minshan. On December 
14 tho Japaneso lost twelve killed and sixty- 
one wounded ; Chineso lost over ono hun- 
dred. 

British warship Litona, now at Ports- 
month, has been ordered to proceed to 
China. 

The Times correspondent In Tion Tsin 
Bays that there are only fourteen shells to 
oach gun in the city's defences. This 
scarolty is duo largely to the action of tho 
Pekin board of finance, which has curtailed 
the supplies of ammunition for years. 

Washington, Deo. 17. —An official telo- 
gram waB received by Mies Clara Barton, 
president of the Amerioan Red Cross So- 
ciety, from the Japanese legation, to correct 
the erroneous statements that the Rod Cross 
had been rejeoted by Japan. The JapaneBO 
minister volunteered to ascertain the facts 
from his government, and bb a result tho fol- 
lowing message was received from tho min- 
ister of foreign affairs : 

Tokio, Dec. 16.— Kurino, Washington, 
Nov. 2G : After the fall of Port Arthur a 
Chinese steamer entered Port Arthur with 
a low foroigners on board who stated that 
they belonged to the so culled private Rod- 
oroas society of Tien Tsin, and asked that 
the wounded Chinese should be delivered to 
them for treatment at Tien Tsin. They 
produced certificates from Li Hung Chang 
and some of the foreign consuls. Our mili- 
tary authorities replied that whllo they ap- 
preciated tho philanthropic spirit which 
prompted this aotion, tho Chinese wounded 
wore prisoners of war and could not bo al- 
lowed to bo taken to thoir own country, 
which was hoatile to Japan, even though 
the request were made through the good 
otlioes of the consuls of neutral powers. 
They added that the Japanese field hospital 
would care for tho wounded Chioeao, for 
which course it had abundant facilities, and 
requested the Chlneno vessel to leave tho 
harbor within a specified time." 



WINNIPEG WIRINGS 

Alleged Winnipeg Boodllng— Civic Inquiry 
Probable— Alderman lc Elections-Infrac- 
tions of Dominion Lottery Law. 

WINNIPEG, Deo. 17,— (Special) — Alder- 
men aro indignant over tho statement msdo 
by A. W. Austin in correspondence pro- 
duced before the Toronto boodlo inquiry by 
Marshall D. Birr. Tho correspondence, it 
is atatod, included letters from Austin, then 
proprietor of tho Winnipog street railway, 
and pointed strongly to the conclusion that 
corrupt means bud been used in tho oonteab 
which was being carried on concerning tho 
Winnipog franchise about tho samo time. 
In one letter AiiHtin guvo assurance that ho 
could, if ho wished, control tho council of 
this city at that time. One member of tho 
council that gavo thn franchise has given in- 
structions to his lawyer to demand an 
apology from Mr. Austin, and unless it is 
given ho will isaue a writ for damages. Tho 
reault may load to a civic investigation in 
Winnipeg. 

Tho Winnipog municipal elections tako 
place to morrow. There is a keen contest 
for tho mayoralty between Gilroy and Mo- 
Mioken. 

A masked burglar onterod Forguson'a 
grocery store on Saturday and hold up tho 
proprietor, his wife and son, robbing the 
till, There is no trace of tho robbor.

Alllance-Crlspl's Position. 

London, Doo. 17.— The Times' oorre 
spondent in Vienna saya that it would be 
diffioult to exaggerate tho profound impres- 
sion made there by tho exposure of the 
soandalsin Italy. He hiuls that the rovola- 
tlona are likoly to provont the renewal of 
the Triple Alliance when its period shall 
oxpiro. Some newspapors regard Signor 
Crispi as proved guilty, and tho others not. 

Tho Daily Chroniole correspondent in 
Vienna contends that Signor Crispi's stand- 
ing with the King has been Bhakon and his 
resignation may be expeoted at any moment. 
Ho thinks Crispi would not survive hia fall 
long, as ho haa beon apoplotio for some 
time.

SIR JOHN'S REMAINS.

Instant- 



Reception at Portsmouth— The Testi- 
monial Fund-Minister Bayard's 
Sympathetic Letter. 



LONDON, Dec. 17. — The mass meeting to 
protest against tho Armenian atrocities waa 
hold this evening under tho auspices of the 
Armenian eocioty. Several delegations from 
foreign cities were present. Francis Sey- 
mour Stevenson, M.P., chairman of the 
Anglo-Armenian Association, presided and 
opened the meeting with a brief speech of 
welcome. Ho read a lottor from Rt. Hon, 
Mr, Gladstone, who was unable to accept 
tho invitation to be present but sent these 
words of encouragement : 

The terrible statemonts from Armenia 
have rivoted tho attention of the world. I 
heartily wish well your and evory other 
effort to bring out the truth. Should tho 
horrible allegations already made bo sus- 
tained, they will prompt the civilized world 
anew to aak : How long are theao 
things to bo endured ? I will nob try to 
anticipate the result of the examination, but 
I feel morally cortain that the administra- 
tion will not rest without a moat thorough 
inquiry into the matter in which, under the 
Cyprus convention, we have a separate, 
deep and painful interest. It is my present 
hope that tho Ottoman government will, for 
its own honor, cordially concur in this 
searching examination." 

Cardinal Vaughn and Hon. James Stans- 
fold, M. P„ alBO wrote to express their sym- 
pathy with the objocts of the meeting. 

Tho Daily Chronicle correspondent in 
Moscow saya : *' Dispatohos from Tiflis 
say that encounters between Ar- 
meuian and Turkish villagers on 
Russian torritory are becoming more 
frequent and serious. The governors of 
Ertvan and Kara have taken energetic mea- 
sures to quell the Armeniana. Agent 
Loman, just here from the Caucasus, learns 
that the outrages in the Bitlis and Van dis- 
tricts wero far leaa serious than reported, 
and that tho cases of torture and murder 
will be found to be rare. 

St. Petersburg, Deo. 17 — The Novosto 
says that the best pledge England and Rus- 
sia can give of the mutual sincority of their 
understanding is joint forcible Intervention 
in Armenia. The writer udvocates a polioy 
which will culminate in Armenia's inde- 
pendence.

Tho ministers and any friends 
who may go to Halifax to attond tho Btato 
funeral would then be in a position to spend 
Christmas at homo, leaving for Halifax on 
the 20th. 

Tho dale of the departure of Lady Thomp- 
son and family for Halifax has not yet hoen 
sottlod, but it will probably bo next Friday 
or Saturday. 

Lieut. Governor Dowdnoy will attend tho 
funeral uh representative of the Pacific prov- 
ince. MrB. Dowdney, who ia an intimate 
friend of Lady Thompson, will apond Bomo 
weeks in the East with her. 

Hon. Mr. Bowell to-day recoived tho fol- 
lowing from tho High Commissioner : The 
Imperial government having paid Canada 
tho groateot poasiblo oompliment in Bonding 
tho remains of tho late Premier by a war- 
ship, I feel it my duty aB representative of 
the government here to accompany tho body 
and attend tho public funeral at Halifax. 
Tho FirBt Minister promptly replied us fol- 
'owa : " Am ploaeod to learn that tho state 
of your health pormitB you to tako the jour- 
ney. Wo shall be glad to meet you at Hali- 
fax." 

Hon. Mr. Fostor to-day received contri- 
butions to tho Lady Thompson fund amount- 
ing to S750. 

Among the telegrams of condolenoe re- 
coived by Lidy Thompson was tho following 
from Hon. R. J. Seddon, premier of New 
Zealand : " Tho government of Now Zea- 
laud tender their sincere sympathy and 
condolence for your sad bereavmont, and 
deplore tho Iobs the Dominion has sus- 
tained." 

Senator Prowso had a long intorviow with 
the First Minister this morning, when the 
claims of Prince Edward Island to repre- 
sentation In tho cabinet wore forcibly 
pointed out. 

Toronto, Doc. 17. — (Special) — At the 
services in the Toronto ohurches yesterday 
extended roference was made to the death 
of Sir John Thompson, and in the Roman 
Catholic churches, in addition to the tributes 
of respect to the memory of the deceasod, 
prayers were offored for the repose of his 
soul. 

Sir Riohard Cartwrighb has sent $100 to 
Senator Smith for the Thompson fund. He 
writes that he will support tho grant for 
family, and adds that it is a sound polioy 
not to allow tho widows and orphans of a 
distinguished publio servant to b: reduced 
to penury as a result of the awfully sudden 
catastrophe whioh deprived then, of their 
natural provider. 

London, Deo. 17. — The body of Sir John 
Thompson upon its arrival at Portsmouth 
will be received by a guard of honor con- 
sisting of two hundred sailors and marines. 
A saluta will be fired when tho body is 
taken on board H.M.S. Blenheim, which will 
sail for Halifax with the body on Thursday. 
The Blenheim Is a first-olass twin screw 
Bteol cruiser of 9,000 tons, having engines of 
13,000 independent horse power natural 
draught, or 20,000 forced draught. Sho was 
commissioned on 26th May last. Captain E. 
S. Poe commanding. Her offices wore turn- 
od over to hor from H.M.S. Immortalite. 
She is ono of tho finosb vessels in tho fleet, is 
attached to the Channel squadron and it is 
aaid can easily mako 22 knots an hour. The 
honor done to tho romuins of tho late Can' 
adian Premier in being transported on thiB 
magnificent ship is therefore of the highest. 

U. S. Ambassador Bayard has written to 
Sir Charles Tupper, Canadian High Com- 
missioner, explaining that he wua absent 
from London at tho time of Sir John 
Thompson's death and therefore was unable 
to present hio regrets at the Dominion 
offices. " Hia worth, ability and patriot- 
ism," writes Mr. Bayard, "were well 
known to me. I mourn tho loss caused by 
his doath, not only to Canada, but also to 
the community and to good government 
everywhere. I am glad to see that Her 
Majesty's govornmont will fittingly honor 
hia memory by convoying hia remains in a 
national ship to tho shores of the country 
that ho loved so well and served bo faith- 
fully," Mr. Bayard expresses tho doopest 
sympathy with tho Thompson family in 
thoir aevero atlliction.

When about four miles off tho Tatoosh 
lighthou20 tho soas rollod bo high 
that he could not see tho light. This 
can hotter bo realized whon ih ib 
Baid the light haa an elevation of noarly '200 
feet. For three hours tho Portland faced 
the gale, laboring vory heavily. Then sho 
sprang a leak, and when a ret-urn for tho 
Straits wub about to bo olFuctod tho ahip'a 
ruddor waB found unreliable. With much 
difficulty the ship was hoadod for tho 
Straita. Tho Portland is now at tho outer 
wharf, her pumps being worked oonlinually. 
Captain Holmes, up to a lato hour yester- 
day, had roceivod no instructions from his 
owners in San Francisco ; it is, however, 
holloved thatBho will bo repaired hero.

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THE DEATH OF STATESMEN. 

■Sermon Delivered In tft. Andrew's Presby- 
terian Church on Sunday, December 10, 
by Rev. W. Leslie Olay, I'nstor. 

For behold tho Lord tho Lord of Hosts, doth 
take awuy from Jerusalem and from Judah 
tho mi«hty man, the judno. tho prudent, thu 
honorablo man, thu counsellor and tho olo- 
quont orator.— Isaiah iii, 

Tour timea during the past tour 
years haa our young c:untry bcuL- 
called to mourn for those who have 
held the first place in her national counsels. 
In the first three instances tho loss sustained 
though groat was not unoxpooted. To Mio- 
docnld, Mackenzie and Abbott, death camo 
as restful Bloep falls upon tho wearied toiler. 
Age or infirmity hid, in their ease, quietly 
prepared tho national mind for the inevita- 
ble. To day, without any kindly sloping of 
tho way, we aro plunged into the depths of 
national grief for one who, though younger 
than the othorB, was not behind thegroatcHt 
of them in all that goea to inakua statesman. 
The career of the MS. Hon. Sir J ohn Thomp- 
son illustrates the possibilities ot our na- 
tional life. Starting life without tho advan- 
tiliou8 aid of wealth or position, a barrister 
at 22, his sound judgment and p'ofeBBional 
diligcnoe soon won for him iho confidence of 
all and secured for him briefs 
of international importance. Elected 
to the legislature if his native pro- 
vines?, Nova Scotia, tho same qualities Boon 
brought him to the head of the executive 
table. . Early upon the bench hla judgments 
were over marked with clearness, firmness, 
wiarlom and integrity. From the dignities 
of tho chief justiceship for which nature 
had so eminently fitted him, he was, whtie 
still a comparatively young man, culled to 
tho most raeponsible judicial position in tho 
land— that of Minister of Justice in the 
Dominion G ivernment. The responsibilities 
ot this high office, which, sinoe tho retire- 
ment ot Sir John Abbott, ho combined with 
those cf tho premiership, ho continued to 
discharge with credit to himself and honor 
to the country, to tho Bud of his life. It 
waB no empty oompllment to Canada; 
but a keen recogoition of the 
broad th and c!oarness of her premier's 
mind that ho was ahoaeu by the Imperial 
government as one of tho arbitratora in tho 
recent difficulties with tho Uaited States. 
His oondust in that groat tribunal justified 
tho choice. No voieo carried greater weight 
than his. In all its sittings the sun of his 
influence never waned. From it ho came 
forth with the most cordial reapect alike cf 
his fellow arbitratora and tho counsel on 
both sidea, and having won tho gratitude 
of his Queen was rewarded by the dis- 
tinguished honor of a Beat i.i Her Majesty's 
Privy Counoil. On the threabold of that 
august chamber, with physical health ap- 
parently unimpaired and mental vigor un 
weaktnsd, in the very zenith of his po'.it cil 
influence, and promising many yearB of 
eminent service to thia Dominion and the 
Empire, he fell unexpectedly before the 
grim reaper. Tho Lord of Hosts hath taken 
away from Canada and from Great Britain 
the mighty man, tho judge, thu prudent, 
tho honorahle man, the counsellor and tho 
eloquent orator. The loss is groat-, the 
grief is keen, the sympathy with the widow 
and her children is profound, and the 
anxiety in respect to his succes- 
sor upon whom much will depend is acute. 
No fulsomo flittery even of a Privy Council- 
lor, ia hero in place From inane eulogy, 
even of the greatest, tho true soul shrinks in 
disgust. You instinctively think to day of 
the blank in Canadian politics. To attempt 
to draw your thoughts elsewhere would bo 
doing violence Lu your minda, therefore, I 
aBk you as you mourn for the dead Premier 
to think of and emulate those characteristic 
virtuHB, those qualities of head and heart 
nvhk'h raised him to the first place in tho 
laad. The faults of failings, which in corn- 
men with ua all, ho must have had let us to- 
day cover with the thick, wide mantle of 
Christian charity ! The event which 
'has befallen the nation during tho 
past week is fitted to touch ua 

" I. Tho vanity of human dependence — 
The human heart displays B eortof practical 
atheism by its disposition to confide in tho 
arm of flesh. This is so in the family, the 
churoh and the nation. In national affairs 
wo are apt to think that it ia on tho mighty 
man, the president, counsellor or the elo- 
quent orator that our welfare depends ; and 
to think but little of Him from whom all 
wiadom and power proceed ; of Him who 
made the mighty president, counsellor and 
the orator what they aro, tobo employed aBho 
pleases, laid aaide when he pleases and re- 
placed if he pleases by others ua richly en- 
dowed. God teaches in thia ovout. the folly 
of our wisdom. The great cloud will lift. 
If Canadian binds on tho money maikots of 
the world experienceaslight tremor, it willbo 
but brief. We aro thankful for wiso and 
strong men to guide the Bhip of state ; but 
our national life depends on no human 
strength or power. Put not your trust in 
pr nets nor in tho son of nrinn in whom 
ihoro is no help ! But let your hopn und 
confi lencs be ever in the Lord God of Hosts. 

" Here, however, let me in«ist on a neces- 
sary Christian duty, tho i nportnnce of 
solecting the best men availablo for all ot r 
legislative bodies A most perricious error 
B'.iil prevails in some quarters that Christian 
men have no business in politics. I! not in 
politics where have they any business? and 
if Christians have no business there, then 
who has V 

Away with this diaholicil pietism. Iti?, I 
am glad to say, fast hurrying to its merited 
death. Muke tho gruvo deep and hrrai 
Bnd contemptible through tons of honest 
sentiment ! Christian electors, even at the 
risk of passing by ono who will poll tho 
lurgeat vote, seek tho best Christian cindi- 
dato to embody your Christian principles in 
every oloutoral campaign ! Wo mod moro 
Christianity in our legislation, and how Dsn 
wo got it save through Christian legisla- 
tors ? But to return from this not unneces- 
sary digression. 

" II. Tho national t;1r>om to-day shows 
ub the pettiness of party strife. 
Our politics aro not vvoreo than those 
of other countries In thia regard, 
nor perhaps sn bad ; but how much 
of selfishness, unkindneBP, anger and un- 
truthfulness does tho spirt of parly oven 
hero engender ! How seldom do politicians 
of opposito parties do euch othor common 
justice ! How fierce their rivalries ! But 
how moan, how worthless, appear tho ob- 
jects of thoir strife, when death waves his

skeleton arm over the arena ! Whata great - - 
calm falls upin the agitated spirits of men ! 
How.noiso iB liuatied and excitement euh- 
dued ! How small then appear tho evils 
that onoe were criminal, and how great the 
virtues that nnoo wero but evidencea of hy- 
pocrisy ! How tho flushed and agitated 
politicians seem like ailly children quarrel- 
ing for a bubble that has not been blown 
lito the air and will vanish tho moment ib 
ii graspod. 1 

" Hero, llko a shepherd gazing from his hut 
Touching his rood nndlleauing on his stall', 
K igor Ambition's flory ehosolsoo. 
1 buo tho circling hunt of noisy men 
Hurst law's enclosure, loip tno mounds of 
rteht, 

Pursuing and pursuod, oach other's proy ; 
Aa wolvrs for rapino ; as tho fox for wiles; 
Till Doalh, that mighty hunter, earths thorn 

Why all till? turmoil for triumphs of an hour! 
What though wo wudo In wealth, ,or soar in

"III. Again, wo have been taught tho un- 
certainty of all human affairs and the noar- 
neBS of eternity. Thia lesson is taught us 
when a beggar dies ; but it is more likoly to 
be laid to heart when a prime minister is 
laid low. Ofton must tho statesman think 
of tho uncertainty of roachiug tho objoct of 
hia ambition ; but aeldom doea ho think of 
the uneeitdnty of remaining there, qxoept 
when he remembers how mauy aro strug- 
gling to replace him. Tho leader of a gov- 
ernment knows that his oouduot is 
couatantly under the closest scrutiny 
of those whoso object it ia to defeat him. 
He tht-roforo acta under tho restraint which 
suih surveillance produces. He aimB to 
tvavo his conduct free from blame, or at 
loast freo from tho poietbility of his op- 
ponents bringing blimio homo to him, His 
opponents aro us much in hia mind as hia 
friends. I!it iittlo docs he think of a 
greater opponent who over lurks at his heel 
and who in some unexpected way will 
paralyze tho prudont and eloquent tonguo 
und turn hia fertile bruin to dust. Death ia 
tho relentless foo that trumplea on all tho 
proprieties of social and family lifo. He 
scorns the restraints of mon — an unbidden 
guest ho invades tho royal bar.quot hall, 
exulting in the consternation his unwelcome 
appearance produces, and aicg'os out aa his 
victim him who, for tho time ut least, la the 
central personage of that diatinguished 
group. O death ! thou fell destroyer of a 
nation'a hopes— thou ridest rough shod over 
the tenderest alTeotions of tho huart ! Who 
hates thee not ? 

" IV. Since, thon, death is certain for all, 
may be near for many and cannot be 
distant from any, how important that 
all should evor be prepared for 
death ! One thing alono can prepare 
any man for death — prince and peuaant, 
premier and beggar — death regarda no such 
diatinotion. Nor does tho Supreme judge. 
Sin lies upon all aliko, unfitting all for 
death and eternity. The morita of Josua 
Christ aro tho only robe in which to appear 
before the mojesty of Heaven. And in 
procuring this neither the wealth tf the 
prince is an advantage over the poverty of 
the beggar, nor tho wisdom of the BtatcBmnn 
Buperior to the aimplicity of the peasant. 
Oa an equal footing all stand before God, 
and faith in Christ ia tho eolitary condition 
of acceptance for any. But faith in Christ 
must bo followed while lifo lasts by tho 
practico of tho principles of the gospel as 
evidence of tho geuuineneBS <f the faith. 
Justified by faith we seek sanccification and 
fitnesB for Christ's presence through a lifo of 
true devotion to all that ia puro and lovely 
and of good report. Begin, then, your pre- 
paration for death, by faith in Christ, and 
follow it up by a daily practice of all that is 
Christlike. 

"So Hvo, that when thy Bummons comes to 
join 

Thu innumerable caravan, that moves 
To that myalorioua realm where each shall 
take 

His chambcrinthoailont halls of death. 
Thou go not liko tho ouurry slavo ut night, 
Scourged to hia dungeon ; but sustained and

SOMB IMPORTANT FACTS. 

There aro many who maintain that tho 
fall in pricoa of late yoars is due to the op- 
preciation of gold. The commodities, they 
contend, havo not really become eheaper ; 
it ia the gold that has becomo dearer. 

Mr. Edward Atkinson, who is one of the 
most eminent of American economist), is not 
of this opinion. He has written a very in- 
teresting letter to Bradstreet'a, in which ho 
says : 

My purpose is to prove that the compara- 
tively steady, regular and beneficont fall in 
prices from 1873 to 1892 Inclusive, has cor- 
responded to tho reductiou in tho coat of 
producing and distributing the necessaries 
of life in that poriod. This reduction in 
pricoa has been accompanied by an equally 
constant, steady and regular advance in 
wages and salaries. Such has aleo been tho 
case in Germany, although a large part of 
the benefits of invention have been absorbed 
in that country by tho increasing burden of 
taxation for tho support of the paaBivo war 
which is miscalled peace in Europe. Suob 
has alBo been the case in Great Britain in 
greater meaeuro than in Germany in all 
branchca of occupation except agriculture ; 
evon in that thero has been an advance in 
wagee, but in a relatively less degree. Be- 
tween 1873 and 1893 pauperism and public 
relief diminished one-half, but the aemi- 
feudal conditions of land tenuro still pre- 
vailing in Great Britain must bo radically 
changod, and tho caste system or division 
of the products of the soil between land- 
lord and tenant, farmer and lt,boror, must 
be dono away with beforo there can bo any 
true and normal development of British agri- 
culturo. 

Finally a rho in wages has been the con- 
spicuouB result of tho establishment of the 
specie Btundard on a gold basis in 
1879 in this country (tho Uuitod Statea) 
in which tho burden of taxation 
haa rapidly diminished In ratio to 
production to tho end that, until 
our progreBB waa stopped hy tho attack 
on tho standard of valuo and the impending 
danger of froo silver coinage, there had 
never been Bueh material progreBB in the 
general welfare of tho people of any country 
aB that which ensued after tho ro-ostabliah- 
merit of the specie standard on a gold basis 
from January 1, 1879, down to January 1, 
1893. 

Mr. Atkinson illustrates his article by 
tables which Bhow that although tho 
prices of many of tho nocosaaries of 
Hfo havo gone down very conBiderubly 
Binco I860 tho wagoaof labor havo advancod. 
Assuming that prices in 18(50 aro 100, 
clothes and olothing woro, in 1890, down to 
81.1 ; fuel and lighting to 91.0 ; motala and 
implements to 71 9 ; houao furnishing to 
70.1. Tho avorugo of pricoB wont down in 
that poriod to 92 3. Wages advanced sur- 
prisingly during thoao.thirty yoarB. Starting 
from 1800 at 100 they wore in 1890 158 9 ; 
salaries ot teaohors wont up to 180 3, Tho 
purchasing powor of wagoa being in I860 
100, roBo in 1890 to 172.1. Tho advanco in 
wogoa has boon steady and almost continu- 
ous, they being in I860, 100 ; in 18G5, 143 1 ; 
1870, 1C2 0: 1875, 158 4; 1880, 141,6 j 
1885,150 7; 1890, 158.9. 

ThlB la contrary to tho contention of aome 
agitators who deo'aro that tho rich aro be- 
coming richer and tho poor pooror. Accord- 
ing to Mr. Atkinson tho wage-earners havo 
boon getting hotter off. Tholr wages havo 
increased Binco 1800 abaolutoly 58 9 per 
cont. and relatively by an incroaBo of 72 per 
oont. in the purchasing power of wugea. 
The aonoluaiono of Mr. Atkinson, it must 
be remembered, aro not rough and random 
gueBaes, but havo boon onrofully arrived at 



The end, like tho poet, ia born not made.

Similarly, if any newspaper editor ia ra»h 
enough or caddish enough— a fellow feeling 
makcB even cada wondrous kind — to allow 
him spuoo in his journal, ho will bo sure to- 
take advantage of tho privilogo to gratify 
his spite and to insult thoso who havo in- 
curred hie enmity. When ho is ineroly im- 
pertinent ho considers himself phenomenally 
witty, und when he advertises himself an un 
unmitigated cad he believes that ho ia 
proving hiniBelf to bo a wonderfully clover 
fellow. 'Arry'a unconsciousness of being 
intolerably iniportinout ub well aa abomin 
ably vulgar would bo amusing if it woro not 
disgusting. But this ia precisely where his 
caddishnesa cornea in, lOis concoit and self- 
sufficiency prevent hiB- racing hiniBelf ub 
others Boe him. 

We are not auro that it is right to got 
angry when his ciddiahnesa ia more offensive 
than usual. Ho cannot help himaelf. He 
ia only acting out his naturo. He is 
nuisance in society. Liko other nuisances 
which it ia impoeeiblo to abuts ho must be 
tolerated.

and their dislikes, their preferences and their 
antipathies. The probability, in fact the 
almost certainty, is that thoso -ournalista 
and newB-mongera are only giving expres- 
sion to their own vain imaginiDga. There is 
no ministor so effuaive, or> no loading un- 
official Conservative no astonishingly fresh 
aa to tell Grit newspaper men about tho 
changes that aro proposed to be made, and 
to lot thorn know what aio his hopes and his 
expeotations. 

It iB well known that there are in Ottawa 
and elsewhere among trie Grits shallow in- 
triguers, ounning achor.virs who hooe by in. 
venting und circulating rumors- to croato 
jealouBiea among leading Conservatives, and 
to woaken the party by Bowing the seeds of 
disBensionamongitatrxMibora.

All tho members of tho city council were 
preaont at tho regular weekly mooting last 
night. 

R. P. Either., M.P.P., wroto that he 
would do what ho could to forward the 
city's wishes in regard to the propoeed 
municipal act amendments ; and tho De- 
puty Provinoial Secretary informed the 
council that tho government would givo the 
proposed ameudmeuta their conaidoration 
when they woro introduced in tho house. 
H >th communicationa were referred to the 
legislative committeo. 

Tho William Hamilton Manufacturing Co. 
informed tho council that they woro ready 
to comploto their machinery contract in tho 
electric light powor houao when the founda- 
tion for LUe enginua were ready. Received 
and filed. 

A J. Dillain, eocretary James Biy Alh 
letio Atsociution, complained bf drains 
emptying sewerage into tho harbor near the 
olub houso. Street committeo with power 
to »ot. 

W. H. Ellis, with ro.a'd tiadvancea made 
to tho B U. Agricultural Association for pay- 
ment of interest on mortgage, wrote that 
tho promised return of these advances out 
of tho money luruialied by the city had not 
yet boen mudo. Referred to finatco com- 
mitteo to inquire into. 

Tho James Bay Athletic Association 
asked for a crossing on Bolleville atreet, 
Reforrod to street committoo to act. 

J. C. Dinsmoro wrote a long and aomo 
whut comical letter, complaining that mar- 
ried men were not given a proper i-how on 
tho labor of making post holes und putting 
in posts for electric light work, 

Ald. Baker explained that tho work of 
bluutiug and putting in polos being lot to 
the lowest tenderer by contract tho city had 
nothing to do with the matter. 

At. I) Munn explained that so far ub tho 
city's work waa concorned orders had been 
given to employ residen a of the oity. 

T. H. Hikorand twenty otherB on John 
son street asked for tho proper grading and 
a sidewalk on the upper part of tho atreet, 
from George atreet to the DeCoamoa prop- 
erty. Also that the street bo sufficiently 
lighted. . 

Ald. VlQKLIUS said ho had hoard that 
$100 was suliicieni to make the atreet ao that 
theae people could get into their houBea. 
Part of tho atreet waa, however, in a dia- 
disgraceful condition. 

Alh Baker stated that tho order had 
been given to fix tho street from Goorge 
atroot to tho DcCoBmcs property, and it 
would bo passable before the end of the 
week. There wero no funds, however, this 
year to build tho sidewalk. 

Ald. Styles remarked that a light was 
intended to bo eroded at tho oorner of 
George street. 

Referred to street committeo. 

The finance committee asked for $,')05 50 
out ( f genoral revenue. $214 00 out of water- 
worka fundB ; also $179 cut of electric light 
funda. Report adopted. 

The afreets committee reported on varlouB 
manors, including tho pulling down of tho 
old wooden building on tho corner of Fis- 
gard and Store strode, condemned last week 
by tho inspector. Adopted. 

Aid. Humphrey's motion to havo tho en- 
gineer eatimato the coat of conneoting the 
Jubilee and infectioua diseases hoapitalB 
with tho main sower on Snowdon street and 
running it, to the Boa waa carried. 

Ald Styles explained that the cost of 
the newer from Snowden street to the aea 
had already been estimated. 

Tho cemetery by law coming up AM. 
Munn thought a now burying around should 
bo looked up aa part of the present ono waa 
only a awamp 

Ald Hakkih held that tho draina were 
quite deep enough to drain tho cemotory. 

Ald Styles ntuted that ho had tuko'i a 
good deal cf troublo to make inquiries, and 
as tho drains wore six and a half teot deep 
they wore sulfijiont. He had indeed been 
surprised on seeing holes dug to find the 
ground so dry. Tne by-law waa laid over.

Ald. VlOELIDS was lor leaving tho by law 
over und Aid. Lodinghum favored Aid. 
Munn's suggestion. 

Ald Keith-Wilson considered that tho 
by-law waa ao technical that tho council 
would not understand it and should there- 
foro bo referred for expert udvico. 

The by law was tuken as read a first 
tirn b. 

Tho wide tiro by law ooming up, Aid 
Keith-Wilson held that tho people engaged 
in trucking and draying shnuld be called to- 
gutlier to got their ideaa before puasing an 
arbitrary by-law. 

Ald Styles agreed with this. 

Ald. Lemnoham road a number of 
opinions from Saumuh farmers, all speaking 
in favor ol tho four-inch tiro. Ho also read 
from an article in a magazine showing how 
benefloial wide tires had boon found on 
country roads in France, where from three 
to five tons could bo hauled by one horBe, 
Ho was willing, however, to louvo tho mat 
ter over.

Tho Speaker took tlie chair at 2 p m. 

Prayers by Rav. Canon Ucanlanda. 

Mr McGregor prtaeiued a petition from 
the Cnrp>r» , l-«n of Nmairno respecting a 
new cffi ;Ul uurwny. 

Mr. EbsrtH prtntnted the fourth report ot 
tho privato billa committee, stating that the 
regulations have been complied with in re 
ipeot to the petitions of the Victoria Hy 
draulio Mining Co., the ColumbU & Aoitc- 
n»yR»ilway and Navigation Co., the Na- 
naimo Waterworks! Co,, and the liurrard 
Inlet & Eraser Valley Railway Co. The 
committee recommended that the time for 
receiving potitionB f jr private bills be ex 
tended a tew daya to enable the City of 
Westminster to present one ; and alao that 
the time for reporting private bills bo ex 
tended for 21 dayH.

Hon. Mr Martin moved that the houso 
proceed to the orders of the day. (Govern 
ment orders— committee of supply.) 

Mb SEMLIN protested ag-iinBt, going into 
committee of supply until the accounts to 
tho Slat of October abked for by tho public 
accounts committoo are brought down, and 
before that committee has reported. 

HON Mr Davik expreeaed surprise that 
euoh an objection should be raised now, aa 
tho proper time to make it was eeveral days 
ago when it waa intimated to the loader of 
tho opposition that the budget speech would 
be delivered to-day. The government hav- 
ing made their arrangements in tho auppoai 
tion that there would be no objection, aev 
eral bills which might otherwise havebjeu 
prepared are not rendy to be gone on with 
Ha pointed out that the information men 
tioned by tho leader of the opposition ia not 
at all essential for the diecuasion of tho 
budget. It seemed to hkn that tho opposl 
tion simply wanted to gain timo in the hope 
of finding aomo gTound for takibg ihe gov- 
ernment co t»Bk which after diligent search 
thev have net yet dbcrvered. 

Mr RiTiifcr thought that there waa 
scarcely any necessity for deferring thin 
motion, aa the information asked for by the 
public accounts committee would be ready 
to-morrow morning. 

The Speaker auggoated that tho time to 
make objection would bo when tho motion 
to go into supply should bo made, and that 
the proposed motien in amendment should 
fce deforred tmtil thon. This suggestion 
was adopted. 

THE ECDOET SI'KECII. 

Hon. Mr. Tduner— I have again tho 
honor, Mr. Speaker, to propoBe the resolu- 
tion for going into committee of supply. 
List vear when I spoke to the same resolu- 
tion I said that it was for the eighth time 
and it might bo tho last. Curiously enough 
this statement was seized by the opposition 
and it was aaid that it was evldonc that I 
felt the woakneaa of the government and in- 
tended to desert tho Binking Bhip. Now, 
is very certain I had no such thought in my 
mind. Had the ship been a sinking one I 
do not think I am of the sort that would 
have deaortcd it. Tho fact is the statement 
was, under the circumstances, just auch 
might have been made appropriately by any 
member of tho houae. Wo were then on the 
eve of a goncrnl election, and outeide of 
other contingencies to which we are liable 
certainly there must bo an element of uncer- 
tainty an to tho result of such an election. 
Wo have only to look round this houao to 
see the truth of this. Wo have many new 
members, und a number of old frionda on both 
sides are missing, 1c ii true that I felt sure 
at that time of the suocubb of tho government 
at tho poll-, but still, aa I said before, there 
wan an olun nc of uncertainty about It, und 
added to hub there w«» tho positive and 
energetic assertion of our frienda of 
the opposition, constantly repeated, that 
they were entirely curtain of tho result of 
the polls They wore auro that tin govern- 
ment would bo swept away root and branch, 
that their places would know them no more, 
and no one would lament them. They said, 
indeed— and they had repoated this asser- 
tion over and over again for two or three 
yeare — that the government did not repre- 
sent a majirity of the votes of tho country, 
that they were in fuct in tho minority by 
several thousands, O 10 friend —tho honor- 
able member for Chilliwack I think it was 
— was very Btrong on this point. I did 
not pay very much attention to this, aa 
owing to want of roturns thoussertion could 
not be proved or diaprnved. 1 therefore 
accepted it for granted. Allowing thia, I Buy, 
what a ohJDj.e must have coii.o over the 
elect ire hetoro the general election took 
place ! How convincing inuat havo boon tho 
methods of tho opposition in showing that it 
w .s not tho gov rnmeut but themselves — tho 
opposit oj — thut were not to bo trusted 
with the roina of power '■ For wnar, on wo 
find now ? The total votes worn , , I2,()(>>, nt 
which tho government got 18,628, or 4,991 
more than their opponents. Add tliiB to 
tho several thousands the opposition Bay wo 
were in a minority, and wo seo tho hurricane 
by which the opposition wero swept out at 
tho luat election; and yet tho junior member 
for Vancouver says tho government majority 
is only 342 for tho wholo province ! Tho 
way ho arrives at UiIh is somewhat ro- 
malleable. Take, for instance, New West 
minster, where tho vnicB were government 
674, and opposition 59", a difference of only 
2'i. He actually claims tho wholo vote, 
1,171, as opposition, although wo know 
very well that almost exactly half of that 
vote ia misrerjroBontod by tho opposition 
member. In East Lillooot, again, tho total 
vote waB 165, Tho wholo of thia our friond 
put down aB opposition sinoo an oppoaitlon 
man waa returned thero, and yot wo find 
that 82 of thoso voters woro govornmont 
eupportora and 81! oppositioniBts. Verily 
these calculations are foarfully and wondor- 
fully made ! Hut tho elcotoral Inttlo has 
now been lost and won, and loaving this 
matter I will proceed to business whioh may 
moro profitably bo diaouasod. 

When tho statement of rovonuo and ex. 
jienditure w»b made in February, 1893, it 



was oatimated tbab on tho 30th June last 
there would bo approximately ?100,OUO at 
tho credit of the provinco, whilst us a fact, 
owing to abnormal circumBtanoea, we hod 
ourselves with a liability or overdraft to tho 
extent of St>30,2G0, making an aotu*l differ- 
enco from the eatimaus of over $330,000. 
This arises, to treat it as a whole, from the 
revenue being bolow tho estimates made ol 
it by S'237,000, whilst at the same timo the 
expenditure, owing to peculiar conditions, 
exoooded tho estimates by nearly $100,000. 
The difference ia so large that it is impor- 
tant that we Bhould examine Into it. Wo 
know pretty well what caused the deoline 
in revenue— that long after the estimate waa 
made the wave of depression felt through- 
out the world swept over thia provinoo. Wo 
tind that tho land sales, eBtim-kted at $175 
000, produo.d only ?33 000, this one hue of 
revenue accounting for nearly threo quar- 
ters of the to^al shortage. It will no doubt, 
be repeated, as it has been said, that tho 
government estimate of land sales waa ab- j 
surdly largo. In t'op'y to that 1 can only 
say that but for the groat collapse in trade 
genorally throughout the province, which 
occurred as a'aled otn.ldcrably after the 
timo— In January or February 1893 - when 
theso estimates were made, thero la little 
doubt but that wo ahould have got quito up 
to the amount wo calculated on, This state- 
ment is confirmed by tho faoi that 
chore le a very large amount of arrears 
for land sales to be collected, of 
whioh I shall spoak later. Tho charge may 
be and probably will be made by Borne that 
the government should havo known that tho 
ohang" iu the land laws by which the Bnlo 
oflmtl waa stopped, excopt uudor special 
conditions, and which must reduce tho 
revenuo to bo derived from thia boutcr, 
should have been taken into account. As a 
nutter of fuot it was bo taken, but it waa 
telt, however, that with the payments to 
fall due during the next eighteen months 
from January 1893, and with some Bales of 
I blocks of land by auction, the 
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amount put do A'u would bo fully realised. 
At that time it waa intended that several 
p*rcelB of land in good situations should bo 
Bold by auction as in former years ; hut when 
the unfortunate collupso came and we saw 
tho results of private attempts to dispose of 
lands in Victoria and Vancouver by auction, 
it became evidont that it would be unwiao 
f ir us to put up our land as contemplated. 
I freely admit that I waa quito unable to 
foretell fifteon months ahead the general col- 
lapse of trade that was to oomo upon ua antl 
which, added to tho change in tho laud 
laws referred to, causod this great decline. 

The revenue Irom llcanseB full off Borne 
§8,399 from the estimato. Thia aiises 
principally from the formation of new mnni- 
oipalitiea iu 1893 4, viz : Kamloops, Ver- 
non, Spallumcheen and Kaalo. These ac- 
count for at least 37,000 ot the decline under 
thia head. You are all awaro that munici- 
palities, when formed, collect the licensee 
within their limits. The considerable de- 
cliuo under the head of miscellaneous ariseB 
largely from the decrease in tho number of 
private billa thia session, and from the 
stenographers' fees not boing paid into tho 
treasury, The principal Bouroeo of declioo, 
however, after that of land salea, corns uu- 
dor the revenue tax, $44.1920-; realestato tax, 
$23 2S6; and personal property tax, $8,212 
Tno revenue tax decline is fully accounted 
for by the fact that on tho change of the 
education aot a portion of thia tax, which 
had previously beon collected by the gov- 
ernment, was h*nded over to the cities. 
Tho decline under real estate tax ia to u cer- 
tain extent also etill due to the formatiou of 
new municipalities, but more largely to tho 
general depreeeion of trade throughout the 
provinco. The amount of ihe estimates for 
those lines of rovonues waa really about cor- 
rect, the shortage arising simply from the 
faofc that the amounts duo have not been 
paid, and this remark applies also to the do 
olino in wild land tax, some $20,000. ! I may 
say that all theaj arrears stand 
our hooka as aseots, and they are, 
as I aontond, good aaaots— to a very 
large extent at any rate. They are in 
fact about tho same as the accounts in a 
merchant's books that are oveiilue; with 
thia exoeption, however, that in the case of 
the government the security is good 
payment could be enforced. The decline in 
revenue under tho ChicoBO restriction act 
$8,000 — Bimply shows that fewer Chinamen 
htve como into tho province, and 
this muat be gratifying to ihe large 
eeotion of our community who' would 
willingly soo thia description of rev 
enue still further reduced. Thero are 
a few Bourcea of revenue which have ex- 
ceeded our estimates. TheBo aro mining ro 
ceiptc, $S,54o,; stamps, $1,000; rogistry 
fees, $1,845. Tho first is ot a very encour- 
aging naiuro as it indicates increased devel 
opmmt of our mineral wealth, and I am gra- 
tified to say that improvement is still going 
ou in this direction ; and it is evident 
that moro mining works of importance aro 
being carried ou and wil( be carried on dur- 
ing next year, than wo havo known ior a 
very long time. Accounts from old Cariboo 
show that a now era of prosperity is dawn 
ing thoro, and that it will not bo surprising 
to find that country once more tho great 
mining centre of British Columbia — at any 
rate in the way of gold I sincerely houo 
that this will prove to bo the case, On 
turning to the expenditure for thosamo year 
(1893 94)*o find that in exceeded tho e 
mato mado of it by some $105,000. This 
shown by the public accounts, arose largely 
from public works. Owing, therefore, to 
circumstances that could not bo foreseen and 
casualties that could not bo guarded against, 
wo found ourselves on the. 30th Juno with an 
overdraft as already noted. 

Now, turning to tho present year, wo are 
atill in a period of depression, and it is 
almost certain that tho revenue wili 
oome op to what it waa estimated at by a 
large amount, whilst on tho other hand our 
expenditure must bo far ahead of tho eoti- 
mutcB, aa will bo eoen from the supplemen 
tarieB now before you. These show tbat a 
largo number of public works in tho way of 
roads, bridges and so forth havo had to be 
put through owing to tho unprecedented 
II joda, which did so much damage during 
last summer. Tho i Ik-eta of theso (l.xids, 
sweeping away as they did roada, bridges 
and valuable property genoruliy, wore eo 
great that ruin waa 8tarlng many 
in tho face. In this crisis tho 
government came forward immediately, 
providirg relief and enabling settlers to put 
in fresh crops and got anothor fair start ; 
and tnen, taking up thu vital matter of re- 
storing communication, rebuilding bridges 
and roads, which work is still going on. 
Thoro was, however, no voto of tho houso 
f or such works, but tho government felt that 
tho urgouoy was so groat that they muat bo 
ovrried nut at onco, and I fuol protty con- 
fident that this house will cheerfully paea 
tho votos for all tho expenditure Incurred 
through thoBO special conditions. I may 
say that tho general ovor-expendituro will 
probably amount to $250,000, and taken In 
connootion with a poaai'ulu fall-off in 
revenuo, thia points to a vory largo over- 
draft on tho 30th June next. Of oourso 
if wo aro able to gob In tho rovonuo us wo 
Bhould do this cerdrafb will bo proportion- 
ately reduoed, but it indioatoa at any rato 
to ut that It will bo nocuasary to call for 
anothor loan In the noar future. 

1 will now tako up tho rovonue and cx- 
pondlturo for tho yoar aommonoing tho 30ih 
Juno next. Tho rovonue is estimated to 



amount to $1,035,989 Id will bo observed 
that the sum of $18-1 000 is put down for 
lurjd saloa. It iB necessary that this should 
bo referred to, particularly »" last year 
theao produced only $33,000 But thero is 
o. largo amount to which I havo already 
called attention standing in our books for 
arrears on uccount of land sales, 
and it ia intended to take special 
means to get in such arrears, 
The same ri m-uks apply to ;imbor royalties 
and arrours in real and personal proporty 
and wild land taxes. Tho revenuo from 
mining receipta was put down at $10,000, 
an InoreBBo of $14,000 over last yoar'a ro- 
ooiptB. We havo evidence, however, that 
this amount is a vory f tir estimate. I think 
that thero aro no'obhor linea of revenue that 
can bo sorioualy questioned, there hciDg but 
•light variations from tho present receipts. 
The amounts put down for sugwioa duty 
and ChlaiSo restriction tax there really oan 
be no oertainty about, They havo beon 
made email und quite poaaibly may be con- 
siderably exceeded. I may Boy that there 
ia very littlo doubt that tho entire estimate 
of revenue Ib a conaorvativo ono, taking '.tito 
consideration that Bpocial means will be 
usod during tho next eighteen months to 
collect outstandinga. 

Wo will turn to tb«^ other aide of tho sc 
counts, that ot Sxpondlrure, which amounts 
to $1,312,277, about $50,000 moro than the 
expoutlituro for the proaont yoar. ThiB, 
however, includoa all temporary und Bpocial 
sorvictB, and it may bo relied upon that this 
amount will not bo exceeded to any appro- 
oiablo extent ; in fact with lapsed balances 
it will probably not amount to bo largo a 
sum us horo estimated. Under the hoad of 
civil government Bularies there is un appar- 
ent increaso over tho votea of tho proaent 
year, which including the supplementary 
weio $152,000. whereas tho coming yoar 
ihows $150,350 aBkod for. But, ub a mutter 
of fucr, thero ia a coiiBidcrublo reduction 
from tho previous votea undor several beads. 
Land Registry, for instance, has been re- 
duoed by $8,000. Under Lands and WorkB 
thoro ia also a considerable reduction, 
though it iB not apparant on comparing it 
with tho estimates of tho present year, as 
thoso estimates do not inaludo the supple- 
mentary amount that la to bo asked. Several 
clerks in thiB department wore paid undor 
tho hoad of temporary assistance, but in tbo 
present estimates all this is put into the re- 
gular vote. In tho Attorney-General's de- 
partment there is an apparent increase of 
$1,600. This arifios from a voto being put in 
for a crown attorney. In reality tniB vote 
effoots a considerable saving, aa tho feoB that 
were last year paid out amounted to several 
thousand dollars. Theao will ho now to a 
grout extent Baved by the employment of 
our own officer. 

Thero ia an incroase undor tho head of 
administration of justice, sulariea, of some 
?>2;000 in all, but when we take into account 
that the police force of tho provinco will be 
entirely reorganized with a view to greabor 
efficiency, and that thero aro votes for ton 
additional oonatablea with tho object in viow 
of giving police protection for the ialonda 
and ooast distriots, and that stipendiary 
magistrates havo been added for Union, 
Fort Steele and Nicola, it will bo seen that 
this is virtually a smaller utnount than was 
paid for the present year. The additions 
that havo been made aro absolutely neces- 
sary in connection with the oubj'ects to 
which I have already alluded. 

Public institutions maintenance dhows 
somo $21,000 over the vote for tho preaent 
year, arising from the establishment of a 
bureau of mining, additional keoporo for the 
lunatio asylum, »b recommended by the 
commissioner!, and salaries required for the 
employes of the Provincial Homo, Kam 
loops. Thore is an excess, too, -over last 
year of $10,000 undor the head of adminis- 
tration of juatice other than for salaries, 
arising principally for provieion for carrying 
out the coait protection already alluded to. 

Coming to our largo voto, tho $203,205 
askod for education, tho addition of $15,000 
Is simply the regular normal increaBe in 
aocordance with tho rosponBlbillties which 
have to be carried out under tho education 
act. We have very definite duties 
perform in thia connection, and It ia certain 
that the vote must steadily incroase accord 
ing to the increase of tho population. The 
report of the Minister of Education 
shows how rapidly this is .going on 
tho number of children enrolled on the 
books having risen from 4,027 in 1884 to 
12,013 last year. This icems to me 
indloate a muoh largor population than tho 
province gets tho credit for possessing, 
particularly as many parts are practically 
settled by linglo men. 

For publio works and buildings wo osk 
$95,900, somo $15,000 over the voto for the 
present year. Included in this are such im 
provementi an $10,000 for the Nanaimo 
schools and $25,000 for tho court houso 
thoro. Thore ia uleo provision for a build 
ing for the mining bureau, which may or 
m.ynotbo required. A voto appears also 
under this head of $25,000 for preliminary 
work in connection w ith the protection of the 
Fraser rivor lundB. This probably would 
havo boon 111010 appropriately placed 
in another part of tho estimates, but 
tho heading makes little diflercnco 
Tho appropriation is in connection with 
tho joint commission to be appointed by tho 
Dominion and tho Provinco to report and 
devise plana for preventing damage to our 
farming lusds by floods, If the result is 
that mine sohemo can bo carried out to pro 
toot theao landB and give a feoling ot secur- 
ity tc thu settlers it will add enormously to 
tho value of tho proporty. 

For road«, Btroeti and bridges $199, 400 
has been put down, being about $50,000 
under tho voto for tho present year, but wo 
must take into consideration that wo havo to 
odd to this latter a largo part of tho supplo 
montary voto of $170,000 for works that aro 
now going on or to bo comploted before 30th 
June next. 

The miscellaneous appropriations show an 
increase of $19 000 This Includes un addl 
tion of $3,000 for stationery, arising 
from tho enormous amount of print 
ing and binding ordered by tho houso 
each soiaion ; $7,000 for tho revision 
of the statutes; and $8,000 for boar,d of 
health, which may or may not ho required 
though it was thought best to include it In 
tho estimates. It ia not, I think, necessary 
to go more fully into thceo votes than I havo 
done us they aro bo clearly sot forth in tho 
volume now in your hands. 

It will probably be aaid in connect ion with 
tho revenuo up to tho 30th Juno last that 
only $821,000 was colleotod, and yet that I 
have put down over $1,000,000 to be ool 
looted during next your. This would bo 
vory fair criticism, and In reply to 
would refer to my previous remarks about 
the colleotion of arrears for I he Bulo of land, 
timber loaBcs, etc. It may bo well to stato 
that tho actual arrears for lund salon and pre 
emptlons survoyodaroabout$12I,00(), and the 
arrears for unsurvoyed lands approiimato to 
at loaat $1,000,000. Making allowutco, 
however, for any forfeitures and to bo on 
the aafn side I havo pub tho latter down at 
$750,000, which with tho arroars for aur- 
vnyod lauda makes a total of at loaat $1,000, 
000 to go after.

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lect firmly but with discretion, dividing the 
amount into say five annual paymonts of 20 
per cent. each. Thla rato would noc 
be a hardship for any honest Bottler 
to pay. It will give him ample time, 
and the result will bo to bring in a very 
largo and ucoful addition to tho rovonue. 
It should, of course, bring in at loast $230,- 
000 yearly, though, aa you will soo by tho 
oatimatee, I havo only put it down at SJ SO, - 
000. The arroara of taxes it is also tho in' 
ters'roa of the ejovernmont to colleot as far 
as possible boforo the .'10th of June, 189G, at 
any rato. But evon with this addition to 
our revenue it 13 still ovident— owing to tho 
general depression arising from circum- 
stances which I havo before mentioned and 
the largo expenditure whioh waa so much 
beyond our expectations of it owing to tho 
diaastors by flood — that it will bo necessary 
for the government to raise a loan for carry- 
ing on tho public works of tho province, 
the proceeds of this loan to bo dovoted 
to the building of roadB, bridges, trails and 
other means of oponing up communication 
between our settlors, enabling them to move 
their produce to market and thus tending to 
promote thoir prosperity and indirectly 
through them increasing our provincial 
revenue There ia little doubt that tho 
present is a favorablo timo for ua to borrow. 
Our credit is first class, and wo shall prob- 
ably get a high price for our securities. I 
refer to this here, but ahall leave further re- 
marks on the subject until tho loan bill is 
brought in. I wiah, however, to state my 
conviction that we should not bo afraid to 
make liboral oxpendituro for such publio 
works as I have indicated. If we refer to tho 
public accounts wo canaoo theeflect of tho ex- 
penditure of tho Iato loans in increasing our 
revenue. After tho 18S7 loan, owing largely 
to the development works carried on the 
revenue went up rapidly and, the 1891 loan, 
as will bo seen, tended to continuo tlio in- 
crease. LoaWng out tho land sales, wo find 
that the revenue from 18S.S to 1893 went up 
year by year as follows: $127,.'179 in 1SS8, 
then$555 137, 8599,934, 8715,449, $800,487, 
and in 18!),'! $841,012. It is evident from 
these figures, which are, as I havo before 
said, exclusive of land sales, that the right 
coarse for this province to pursue ia to 
steadily continue improving tho country, 
giving acoesa to it by works of public util- 
ity. Even laab year, whioh as I have 
said was an exceptional one owing to 
calamities and depression of trade, 
our revenue exolusivo of land sales was 
§7(34, G.V>, and there aro arroara appertain- 
ing to that, yoar to be collected of at least 
between $(30,000 and §70,000. I foel cer- 
tain that; the roads and other publio works 
provided for in tho present estimates will be 
tho means of speedily adding to our revonuo 
by increasing settlement and by assisting 
the already settled portion. Only recently, 
I may say, the attention of very desirable 
immigrants has been in a marked manner 
turned to our province. They begin to 
realize that this ia a suitable country for 
them. Tho Minister of Immigration ia re- 
ceiving inquiries and propositions for settle- 
ment in colonies or otherwise from a very 
largo number of desirable people. I believe, 
indeed, that he has inquiries from some 
thousanda of proapeotive settlers at present. 

This then is certuinly not the time for us to 
feel depressed or to despair. Wo have a 
country with a climate well adapted for in- 
dustrious immigrants ; we havo plBnty of 
land capable of growing the finest, fruits, 
root crops or grain, in the world. Wo have 
millions of ucrts of magnificent timber and an 
unlimited supply of fish free to all. Our sea 
fisheries havo yet hardly boon touched. Wo 
have enormous undeveloped minerals equal 
to tho most favored mineral countrios. I 
need only to point to tho trade of tbo prov- 
ince as it, is to-day— its exports and imports 
—to show that thoro is a vast field for indus- 
try, energy and capital, that with these tho 
wealth cf the provinco ia unlimited. Our 
exports last year amounted to $7,843,000 ; 
S3, 521,543 being the product of tho mine*, 
S3, 54 1,305 from the fisheries, $411,023 
from the foreBt, and this in a yoar when r,ho 
timb»r industry waa greatly depressed. Our 
exports io a few years will no doubt amount 
to nearor $10,000,000 than $8,000,000, 
meaning work for the settler and profit for 
the investment of capitalists. Our imports 
in the same year were $5,320,015. One por- 
tion of tho imports is, to my mind, not satis- 
factory. It is that of agricultural produots. 
But we aro commencing now to remedy this 
and in a few years cur buttor, cheeso and 
agricultural products generally will bo raised 
in tho province, which ia so eminently adap- 
ted for this industry ; and in a few years 
wethouldbe exporting fruitlargely, as anim- 
mense number of fruit trees havo been re- 
cently planted in varioaa parts of tho prov- 
ince. 

With such resources aa I havo named why 
should we feur spentling a few thousands to 
develop them, more ospocially aB it ia so 
evident that expenditure in this direction in- 
creases tho returna of rovenuo. In addi- 
tion to these advantages which the 
provinco presents to tho industrious, we 
offor to our sottlers complete liberty of con- 
science, thoroughly free and uneeotarian 
education, perfect laws protecting poor and 
rich alike, and absolute safety from violence. 
Theso and tho natural wealth of tho pro- 
vince cannot fail to make this both a 
populous and prosperous oountiy. And yet 
in tho face of all this wc find gentlemen on 
tho other Bido of the house throwing dis- 
credit on tho wholo of the provinoo. One 
gentloman has already said this session that 
tho statement mado by the formor member 
for New Wostminster during tho lato cite 
tiou campaign to tho effect that tho rovonuo 
was steadily filling, going, aB ho said, 
" down, down, down," was absolutely cor- 
rect. Yet if one locks at tho liguroB which 
I havo just givon with rospect to this 
rovonue — and they are absolutely correct; — 
wo soo that it has steadily increased every 
year until the present 0110. Io has gone in 
tier from $388,000 in 1S87 to $841,012 in 
1893, exolusivo of land aales. Io is very 
difficult for those who do not wear the 
spectacles of our friond of tho opposition to 
01U ibis a decrease 

Then wo havo another gentleman from the 
opposition complaining that the province 
gits too high a price for its Bonuritics He 
says that they aro not worth 98 or 99— tho 
price at which tboy aro <iuoted and sold at 
in the London maikot ; that this price arises 
from their being bolstered up by our invest- 
ing our sinking funds in them, and that we 
havo no business to lot thorn stand at so 
high a price. It ia, bo says, " dishonest " to 
do so. I'aperB in relation to tho saloof tho 
Nakusp bonds were callod for and tho lotters 
(principally private ones) in connootiou with 
the wholo of this transaction were placed 
in tho bands of theso gentlomen. 
When they had road them they dropped 
Hie chargo against tho salo of tho Nakusp 
bonds, but said that tho lottors showed that 
our provincial bonds woro very high, too 
high in hot, and that thla arose from our 
haying them up with our sinking funds. 
Now it is quite truo that wo invest our sink- 
ing funds in our own securities. This prin- 
ciple is provided for in the loan acts, and is 
the one adoptod by the Dominion and other 
bnrrowing oouutries. No doubt it Ins tho 
effect of hooping up tho prioe of our securi- 
ties. It is inteudod to do so, and is a very 
proper mothod, as every cent invested in 



that way pays off so much of our debt 
at onoe. Wo sond home annually about 
$50,000 as sinking fund for our loans, to 
ba invested by trusteea in the interest 
of the holders of our eeouritioa. The 
amount so sent homo is sufficient when in- 
vested and accumulated to pay off the IoanB 
at maturity. Tho trustees of our sinking 
funds— Mr. Thomas Q. Gille-pie and the 
Hon. Chan. W. Mills, of Glynn, Mills, 
Currio it Co. — aro gentlemen of the highost 
standing in England. They look carefully 
after our funds and invest them to the boBt 
advantage possible in our own securities at 
tho market prioe. About a year ago the 
purohasos were mado at 87 or S8 We wero 
told this was too high, and yet now the 
samo socuritioa aro worth 98 or 99. Lit us 
glanco ut what this inveotiog oi tho sinking 
funds in our own securities really means. 
Until two yours sinco tho money sent homo 
for tho purposo of paying off our dcbtB 
waa invested In Canadian, Auatralian or 
othor bonda, tho accruing intorest being 
deposited andalan invested in a similar way,

These bonds and accumulations would bo 
hold until our loan fell duo, then tho pro- 
ceeds of them with all tho accumulated in- 
torest would be paid over to the holders of 
our securities, thus paying off the debt. 
When wo invest in our own securities in- 
stead of in outsiders' we roally, as I havo 
said bafore, pay off so much of our own dubt, 
but wo do not cancel it but hold on to tho 
securities until maturity. When that time 
arrivos, aa wo aro tho holdora of theBo se- 
curities, we pay tho accumulateel funds to 
oursolves. Of course tho purchase every 
year by ua of some $50,000 worth of our 
own loans must improve tho value of the re- 
maining portion at it reduces yearly the 
amount that can bo on tho market for sale. 
Tho public accounts ahoiv that sii co the act 
paused authorizing us to invest in our own 
funds wo li»vo so invested not only tho 
amount remitted for sinking fund but havo 
also s.dd nut, Australian 4 per oenta to tho 
extent of £5,583 aud Canadian 4 per cents 
Co the extent of £4,100. Wo got for the 
former 101 g and tho latter 105j, the pro- 
ceeds boing invested in our own .'1 per cents, 
bought at 80, so that for every £100 of the 
Canadians sold we got ovor £122 of our own 

3 por cents — a very good arrangement, par- 
ticularly wbon wo consider that both of the 
aecuritios sold had not a long lifo and must 
every year decline in value until maturity, 
when each bond wo sold at 105 would only 
bring 100. Wo also sold in 1894 £13 810 of 
Canadian 3 por centa, getting for this an 
average of about, 97 ; tho proueoda were in- 
vested in our 3's at 91 J. These investments 
indicate how woll our trustoes look after 
our funds. 

" But," continued tho honorablo gentlo- 
man who oomplained of our 3 por centa be- 
ing too high, "they must be itflitod, bo- 
cauto the Nakusp bonds, which bear 4 per 
oont. and are guaranteed by tho govern- 
ment, principal and intorest, brought only 
100 " Now this gentloman could hardly 
have considered the subject he was talking 
about. He should and I think must have 
known that a guaranteed bond is not equal to 
the regular provincial security. lie has 
only to look at ordinary business transac- 
tions and be will find that the noto of a 
trader simply endorsed by a firm 
even of the highest reputation, does 
not rank in any bunk with the 
straight note of tho wealthy firm 
itself. He could see, too, in any financial 
paper that other Issues, though guaranteed 
principal and interest, do not rank on a par 
with the securities of the country that guar- 
antees. Thla was fully illustrated by the 4 
per cent, bonds recently issued by Now 
Zealand, guaranteed principal and interest 
for 50 years. They Bold at 101, whilst Now 
Zealand 4 per cents are worth 109 or 110. 
But this gentleman who oomparod the 
Nakusp bonds with the proviEcial bonds and 
with the Viotoria city bonds scema to have 
overlooked the foot that these bonds are in 
other respects altogethor of a different, 
clasa. The provincial securities are for 50 
years. They are inscribed, thus beiDg per- 
fectly Bccuro from loss, and thoy have Bink- 
ing funds yearly invested which pay them 
off at maturity ; whoreas tho Nakusp bonds 
are for 25 years only, this of itself 
makirg them of less value ; they aro 
not inscribed and oannot bo, they have no 
sinking fund and beyond that cannot bo in- 
vested in under an He; authorizing invest- 
ment in provincial securities. There is, in 
fact, no comparison between tho two. An- 
other gentleman said that we assured tho 
country we should guarantee these bondB at 
only 3J per cont. interest, and we have 
shamelully deceived tho publio by making 
tbem 4 per cent. I think that gontleman 
hardly realizsd that as far as tho provides is 
concerned it is a good thai better off by 
guaranteeing 4 per cent, than 3} per cent. 
It is truo that the lower rato waa what we 
intondod to Issuo at, but the best advisors 
showed ua that wo Bhould do much better at 

4 per cent., and wo soon found that nt 3} 
per cent, wo onuld only got 98, and 
the difference between that and 100 
not would have to bo made up 
by tho prorinco. On tho other 
hand selling tho 4 per conta at 100 onabled 
tho oxcoss over par to go to tho provincial 
treasury. I may further add that 98 for 3J 
por cents is exactly equal to 100 for -1 per 
conts; that is they return to the investor the 
samo rato of intorest, about £3 12j. 5d. por 
£100, including redemption, 

Now as to the actual resulta of tho Balo of 
theso bonds. Tho nominal value of them ia 
£131,400, that is 1,314 of £100 each. Tho 
not amount that wo have received from 
the. aalo after paying all oxponscB in £136,- 
501 13). lid , thus netting just about 104 
por cent. Thla ia very different from what 
th* honorablo member for Baal Lillooet would 
havo you believo. Tbo truth of it is, Mr. 
Speaker, tho gontlomou of tho opposition 
havo boen gloating over tho fact that tho 
rovenuo of tho provinco was not all collected 
Iaat year unci tho oxpendituro had to bo in- 
creased owing to untoward circumataucea. 
They folt that thoy had got tho govern- 
ment on tho hip and that thoy 
could and would uao tho old woman's 
argument "I told you so." They say 
now that thoir persistent cry for tho laso 
four or five years that tbo revonuo waa go- 
ing down meant that it would go down in 
1893 4, Ignoring altogothor tho fact ihtt 
for tho last eight years that I havo intro- 
duced tho estimates tho result has alwuyB 
boon bottor than I had caloulatod on. Tho 
junior member for Vanoouver (Mr. Cotton) 
tried io mako you bolievo that I had miB- 
calculated for ono year to tho extent of 
$704 000. To urrivo at this ho took the in- 
debtodnoss of tbo provinco ono yoar and 
compared it with tho next, whon ho found 
thac in tho last yoar ic was $704,000 over 
tbo formor. Ho entirely ignored the fact 
that during that year tho loan was raised, 
having boon sanctioned by tho house, and it 
soems hardly necessary for mo to Bay that if 
a sum of money is borrowed to bo paid Bay 
in fifty yearB, wo shall owe the d,.y after 
wo borrow it just that amount more. If 
that honorable and onergotio gentleman 
should borrow $5 000 to put a now printing 
press in his cs-abllshmnnt ho would owe, 
aftor borrowing, $;"» 000 moro than ho did 
before, but ho would havo tho value in the 
Bhapo of a printing preBS, out of which ho 
would hope, to make substantial profit. And 
that is tne position of tho provinoo. It owob 
for its loans but it has valuablo assets that 
have boen created by thoBO vt;ry IoanB. This 
honorablo gontlomun became a veritablo

William Haroourt if thoy made such n>. ° ^ , 
culations aa that ? " 1 reply, What indct 
And I may add, what would be thought of » 
prominent man in the opposition in London 
or Ottawa if he ooncoctod such an absurd 
statement, made so egregious a blunder 
and brought it beforo tbo houso as argu- 
ment '! 

The junior member for Vancouver went 
on to say that when tho government Hold a 
million dollars' worth of land it gob tho 
money but diminished by that salo tho 
assotB of the provinco. I take issuo with 
him thero. I hold that juBt the revorso ia 
the actual caao. Tho land until sold is of 
little value as an asset, but as soon as sold it 
becomes a live asaot. It then for tho first 
timo begins to bring in rcvenuo. It sup 
ports population and increases in value to 
tho provinco in oompound ratio. This hon 
orable gontlomau Bhowod great anxioty in 
his spoi oh on tho Address to bowilder bis 
hearers. Ho worked up u lot of figures in 
such a way that it waa almost impossible 
to say what ho was aftor. Ho struck me, 
in fact, us atrongly in his actions resembling 
the cuttle-fish. This fish, it is said, whon 
it wants to mako an attack 
evade itB pursuer, empties its bag of ink and 
bo beclouds tho pure waters that its aotions 
and intont cannot bo followed. Tho honor- 
ablo gentleman, aftor emptying hie bag of 
iuk and getting out of sight in its murki 
noes, suddenly emerges with emphatic statu- 
nta which he has worked up in his cloud, 
that tho government has bo wasted tho 
rovonuo that there is not throo cents in tho 
lollar of revonuo to expend on publio works. 
And yet, strange to say, wo find that in tho 
ix years up to Juno .'10 lust, the expendi- 
ture on public works of utility, exclusive of 
the parliament buildings, amounts to nearly 
500,000. Now as wo had only ihreo 
oenta in tho dollar, where did 
get the monoy from ? It will bo 
soon that during that timo wo 
raisod two loans the not amount of 
bioh received by tho province was about 
$1,000,000, bo that aftor allowing for those 
loans and also for tho overdraft, at loast 
$120 000 a year has Bomohow or other been 
provided out of tho rovenuo for publio 
works, whereas three cents on the dollur 
would not give $20 000 a yoar for this pur- 
pose. Tho lion, gentleman got alao confused 
as to the amount of tho debt that has been 
converted. Ho Baid, and I tako tho report 
of his speech from hia own paper: "Tho 
1877 loan had only been converted to tho ex- 
tent of $10 000 and tho 1887 loan to the ex- 
tent of $28,000, so that neither of theso 
could be cluimod as having been used to 
absorb tho monies " Nowwhat arotho aotuul 
facts concerning this ? You oau turn to tho 
accounts betoro you and you wilt see that of 
the 1877 loan noc $10,000 but £45.500, and 
of the 1SS7 loan £113,300 had been convert- 
ed up to tho 30th Juno last I What re- 
lianoo, therefore, is to bo placed on the fig- 
ures of tho hon. gentleman whon in such a 
simple matter aa this he says that the con- 
version effeotod is only $38,000 in all, whon 
it really amounts to about $700,000? Ono 
can guesB, however, from this how tho 
chargo that I had miscalculated to tho ex- 
tent of $704,000 in one year was got up. 
His cuttle-fish oloud was too thick for him. 
Ha could not make out hia own figures and 
somehow got this $700,000 mixed up in the 
charge. 

Tho hon. member for Riohmond (Mr. 
Kidd), for whom I have very much roepeot, 
made aome statements which I feel confi- 
dent he would not have made had he re II ct- 
ed upon tho subject. He remarked on the 
fact that in 1S74 the rovenuo was $374,000 
and tho expt-ndituro on roads, eta , wua 
$290,000, whilst in 1S93 tho expenditure on 
roads, etc , was $262,000. If ho refers to 
tho accounts he will aoo that in 1874 over 
$100,000 of tho amount mentioned was ex- 
pended on tho Now Westminster and Hcpo 
road, tho utility of which has since bjen 
much in eiuostion. Ho omitted however to 
say that in 1874 tho expenditure on educa- 
tion was only $38,000, whilst in 1893 it was 
$190,000. H« omitted also to notice that tho 
expenditure in 1874 wat 00 percent, moro than 
tho total rovenuu ; neither did ho notice that 
in 1874 the oost of civil government and ad- 
ministration of justice, salarios, was $80,310 
whilst the rovenuo raised in tho provinco — 
that is after deducting Dominion subsidy — 
was only $142,41 1. Tbo exponsos in 1874, 
therefore, in proportion to revenue were 
over 00 por ceno., whilst in 1893 the ro- 
venuo, aftor doduoting subsidy wbb $700,139, 
and the salarieB for civil government, and 
administration of justice amounted to $249,- 
000 or less than 3-i per oont. Ia other 
words tbo government, is now run at about 
half the oost, in proportion to revenue than 
it was in 1874 In thia calculation I deduct 
the Dominion subsidy in both oaBes as that 
amount is a fixed one und would como in 
evon if wo had no employes and no expenses, 
beiDg paid the Province by the Dominion. 

Ono gentleman asserted that our debt per 
capita was $100 per head ol population. He 
actually stated this in tho house ! That 
gentloman must have a vivid imagination. 
One would think it was an uftor-dinnor 
speech and that bo roally saw more 
than double It ia an exaggeration on a par 
with the $704,000 beforo referred to. TwiBt 
our debt as that gentleman may ho cannot 
mako it moro than $21 per head of popula- 
tion, and that without, taking into consider- 
ation any value for our public works, which 
ortainly aro worth a good many millionn, 
and also without estimating tho capitalised 
value of our subsidies of $250,000 paid to U3 
by tho Dominion.

Tho provinco is weathering tho storm 
nobly. I do not think that all Bails ohould 
bo taken in now. Thoy aro good and Btrong 
onough to bear moro powerful gales, and 
with liboral and wiso treatment thoy can bo 
made to uoo theso troublous gales to oarry 
us steadily on into sunny and placid seas 
I trust, that tho intention expressed in this 
bouse on both Bides ef mi king a united 
effort for tho good of tho provinoo will bo 
carried out, and I havo no doubt that then 
we will soon find oursolves onco moro rapidly 
progressing on thu high road to prosperity.
